Many Issues Fall to New Lows 
in Declining Movement 


Equipments and Oils Prove 
Exceptions to Rule 


Li id. Siz tL 
Continues to Perplex

Few stocks have been spared 
in the progress of the current de- 
clining movement which has car- 
ried some issues down to new 
levels for all time and others to 
the lowest point since 1921. Sea- 
soned investment issues such as 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, and others which are more 
susceptible to the price of money 
than changing technical condi- 
tions, were subjected to the lease 
pressure and therefore recorded 
little change. Yet, prime railroad 
stocks such es Atchison, Union 
Pacific, Lilincis Central and Louis- 
ville and Nashville, ordinarily rated 
as investment issues, responded to 
the speculative influences which 
depressed practically all groups of 
stocks with the exception of oils 
and equipments. 

Isenes which resisted the de- 
pressing influences were the ex- 
ception, rather than the rule. 
Goppers were decidedly weak and 
submitted to sufficient pressure to 
bring about some real liquidating 
sales. lost considerable 
strength, particularly noticeable in 
American Sugar Refining Common, 
which touched 62. the lowest 
since 1921 and showing a decline 
of more than thirty points from 
the high of the .recenmi’ major up- 
ward movement. Tobacco issues, 
which had exhibited strength when 
the rest of the market showed a 
more or less indifferent tone, were 
the object of profit-taking sales.

INVENTION 


Process Has Been Per- 
fected for Taking Night 
Scenes in Daylight 


Following «a _three-day photo- 
graphic expedition to Lake Arrow- 
head, the Joseph M. Schenck 
camera corps, headed by Tony 
Gaudio, had returned with nega- 
tive footage which yesterday was 
declared to demonstrate the final 
perfection of the new process for 
photographing night scenes in day- 
light. 

During the three-day expedition 
Gaudio, and Ray Binger, inventors 
of the new process, subjected it 
to every manner of test they coyld 
conceive, with the result of several 
changes which, he now claims, 
offset variations in climate, alti- 
tude and all geographic conditions. 
With’ the changes, the difficulties 
presented by the \7000-foot altitude 
of the lake, and its pecullar atmos- 
pheric conditions, were overcome. 

Gaudio announced last night 
completion of negotiations for the 
commercial marketing of his new 
invention. A portion of the 
Rothacker-Aller Laboratories on 
Melrocé Avenue has been turned 
over to him'for the preparation of 
negative developing, and the in- 
ventor stated his readiness to un- 
dertake the commercial marketing. 
of processed film. 

In further improving his tnver- 
tion, Gaudio said he had formu- 
lated a developing process for the 
exposed film which completes the 
entire process. The working 
principle depends upon the pre- 
paration of the film in advance, 
[the process of which the inventor 

claims is secret, but the develop- 

ing according’ te the Gaudio for- 
mula is necessary to “fix,” or make 
permanent, the result. All this is 
involved in the handling of the 
negative, and not the positive 
prints, 
One of the unique results secured 
through the Lake Arrowhead tests 
was the securing of a night effect 
with an automobile running with 
the headlights on. This was taken 
in daylight, but the prepared film 
“picked up” the headlight rays 
and gave them all the brilliance of 
night illumination. 

Tests were also made combining 

and water, and the combina- 
tion of these elements with trees, 
roads, campfires, storms and other 
scenic effects. These tests were 
as successful, according to Gaudio, 
as those used in the original ex- 
periments made during the film-

An Oakland six was subjected 
to a more severe nonskid test 
than anyone driving a car would 
ordinarily encounter and, accord- 


ing to those who were on hand to 
witness the public test, it per- 
formed beyond expectations.

brakes and the possible dangers 
from their use that we decided to

This was the turning of a corner. 
thoroughly sprayed for the occa- 
sion, at dull speed and then stop- 
ping the car within reasonable dis- 
tance. The firemen on the job de- 
clared that no car could accom- 
we had cut out for 
the Oakland to do, and with many 
misgivings on their part, . Risser, 
the pilot of the car, sent her into 
the slippery. wet intersection at 
better than thinty miles an hour 
and steered to make the turn. In- 
stantly the car responded and 
glided gtacefully around the cor- 
ner and then was stopped within. 
thirty feet, without skidding. The 
fellows who held the fire hose were 
so convinced that the car would 
crash into the curb that they 
dropped their hose and leaped 
aside as the car headed for them. 
but the Oakland pursued its course 
much to the amusement of the on- 
lookers.

WHERE BEES GET HONEY 

When strangers go to Trebizond, 
a city in Asiatic Turkey, on the 
Black Sea, the inhabitants of the 
locality warn them against gather- 
ing honey from the trees in the 
country. It seems that the bees col- 


lect their honey from polsonous . 


flowers, and to eat it is dangerous. 

In the United States, the greater 
part of the honey comes from the 
West. The bees steal the nectar 
of the sweet clover, white sage, and 
other mountain flowers and store it 
in combs they make, or, if they be- 
long to a bee farm, they deposit 
the golden syrup in combs of bees- 
wax placed in the hives by the 
farmer.

OXIDATION AND BURNING 

Part of the air which we breathe 
is composed of an element called 
oxygen. When oxygen unites with 


@ther substances, a compound sub- 


stance is formed. This uniting is 
called oxidation. We cannot see 
oxidation but we know it takes 
place by its results. Oxidation pro- 
duces heat, in small or large quan- 
tities. 

Iron rusts, or oxidizes, at a very 
low temperature. In animal life, 
oxidation, takes place and the heat 
produced gives the animals the en- 
ergy to move about. When oxida- 
tion takes place so rapidly that a 
ame is produced, it is commonly 

lied burning. The heat energy 
necessary to draw trains, drive 
hutomobiles, apd keep our houses 
and bodies warm, all comes from 
the burning (rapid oxidation) of 
carbon. 


Light a candle two or three 
inches long.

No hernia can permanently be cured so 
long as there is constant gas pressure on 
the parts and impacted feces.

> “Unless you have bona-fide liquor pos- 


sessed before the enactment of the National 
Prohibition Act, the chances of drinking 
real liquor are ninety-nine to one against 
you. 
“That is— 
“Out of every one hundred bottles of 
or sold as real whisky or gin, only one 
any legitimate relationship to real 
liquor. The other ninety-nine are noxious, 
unwholesome, semipoisonous synthetic 
whisky or gin. 


) “Then the one per cent—the one chance 


‘you have out of a hundred—is aot a pure 
‘one because a large part of the one per 
‘cent of so-called real liquor is diluted or cut 
‘or of the poorest quality. The odds against 
the purchaser of whisky or gin are ninety- 
nine that it is poor bad stuff to one that it 
is poor stuff, 


2 “These figures are not fantastic or guess 
work. They are based upon the chemical 
analyses of thousands of samples taken 
from seized liquors that were being sold 
illegally. The National Prohibition Act be- 
came effective January 16, 1920. A cheml- 
cal laboratory was opened in the Federal 
Building in New York City the next day. 
Since that time about 30,000 samples of 
seized liquors have been analyzed. 
“During the first year of prohibition about 
60 per cent of distilled spirits sold was 
straight whisky. \ 
“During the second year the proportion 
of straight whisky had decreased to about 
36 per cent. 
* “At the present time, as Chemist J. W. 
Quillen reports, only one per cent of the 
@iggilied spirits is straight whisky. 
| “What is this vv per cent that is being 
drunk? It is redistilled denatured alcohol 
colored with caramel and flavored with 
synthetic esters and fusel-oil and soap bark, 
added to give it a bead. The present so- 
called rye whisky is made from redistilled 
denatured alcohol, colored with caramel and 
flavored with a synthetic ester, to give it 
the rye flavor. Nearly all the so-called 
Scotch whisky. supposed to be smuggled 
either from Canada or from rum-running 
smuggling boats is also alcohol, artificially 
colored and flavored with a synthetic 
Scotch flavor.”

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Hamilet’s cry is the 
ery of the Swiss, and 
never has it sounded 
more loudly. Before 
the war these people 
were one of the richest 
nations of Europe. 
Every man, woman and 
child figuratively 
speaking, had more 
than $1100 in his or 
her jeans. The nation- 
al wealth equaled more than $5600 for 
every family and the country had a tourist 
trade which brought in more than $100,000,- 
000 a year. It had a large foreign com- 
merce surpassing that of the United States 
by more than 200 per cent per capita and it 
was making money hand over fist. Its na- 
tional debt was a bagatelle, and the general 
debt was only one cent for every $2 of the 
wealth of the nation. The interest was 
easily cared for by taxation and the govern- 
ment had an annuel surplus. 

Then came the war and Switzerland as- 
sumed the position of the Innocent Bystand- 
er in the midst of the mob, and as usual 
she was hit by the bricks. She was sur- 
rounded by Italy, Austria, Germany and 
France and although she did not fight she 
had to keep an army about her whole bor- 
der. She had to feed and care for it, and 
at the same time her citizen soldiers were 
taken out of the industries. The result was 
that when the war closed, the Swiss debt 
had increased 1600 per cent and be taxes 
mounted sky-high. 

During the war the people aste money 
by supplying the fighters. The farmers 
added to their savings, and those who in- 
vested in stock received 10 per cent. Two 
hundred of the most important stock com- 
panies doubled their incomes and their divi 
dends were doubled as well. The Swiss are 
natural savers, and they invested their 
profits in their own securities buying back 
$100,000,.)00 owned’! by outsiders, and at the 
same time they loaned money at high rates 
right and left, to their in neigh- 
bors.

of 500 francs, then about 400 marks, before 
he was allowed to depart. The German for- 


got all about the deposit, but the bank at 
Zurich has now transferred to his account 
in Berlin, 7,000,000 marks, an amount which 
before the war would have been worth 
$1,750,000. This is as-payment for the 500 
francs he had deposited, less the 10 francs 
fine he had to pay for the assault. 

The other case is that of a German who 
went to Switzerland for his vacation in 
1916. The franc was then a little above par, 
and the German asked some of his Swiss 
friends to lend him 600 francs which he 
would pay back in marks as soon as condi- 
tions were normal. So far he still owes the 
debt. If he had to pay it now, it would take 
8,400,000 marks instead of the 480 marks he 
expected to pay. 


Swiss Coods are Known as 
Luxury Products 


S A RESULT of conditions like this in 

Germany, Poland, Czeshoslovakia, 
Italy, Austria and France, as well as in 
eome other countries in Europe, the Swiss 
have practically no trade on the continent. 
They must pay their wages in gold francs, 
and the nations about cannot afford francs 
to buy. Moreover, most of the goods made 
by the Swiss are what are known as luxury 
products, the purchase of which is now pro- 
hibited in many countries by law and by 
high exchange in almost all. The 
sold largely represent the labor and 
the Swiss. Switzerland buys ra 
the United States, and from it 
thread for the laces she sells 
pound of cotton worth 20 cents 
become a pound of lace worth $100.

The Dutch came 
next at $267, the Canadians next at $237, 
and then came the British and the Belgians, 
with the United States only $107 per capita. 
The trade now has dropped to below $90 per 
head and the outlook is dark.

Land of Aprons and 
Patched Pantaloons 


HE thrift of the Swiss is everywhere 

evident. This is the land of the apron 
and the patched pantaloons. Neither man 
nor woman is ashamed of work or 
working clothes. Every laborer has on his 
blue jeans and every woman clerk has a 
nightgown-like slip of white cotton which 
covers her dress from the neck to the shoe 
tops. The porters and baggage men of the 
railroads, the street cleaners, the grocers, 
the butchers, the bakers and candlestick 
makers, all have something on to protect 
their good clothes. 

The truth is the Swiss ha~e to be sane, 
Were they otherwise they would not exist 
as a nation. Their wealth is one of the 
w6nders of social and political economy. 
Stop a moment and take a look at the 
country and people. Just what is Switzer- 
land? And who are the Swiss? 

As to the first, take @ seat in the airplane 
of your imagination and rise to the height 
of Mont Blanc. Start there on the border of 
France and fly eastward to the new bound- 
ary of Austria. The distance is not as far 
as from New York to Boston and you have 
covered the country. Now fly to the north- 
west to Basel on the borders of Germany 
and go direct south to the borders of Italy. 
If you speed the machine you can make 
that trip in an hour and twelve minutes. 

The Swiss have made the Alps bloom 
like a garden. A large part of the country 
is still covered with forests as carefully 
cared for as the trees on your lawn. An- 
other large part is pasture from which the 
stones have been picked so that the sweet — 
grass grows among the large rocks, and on 


OREOVER before the war Switzerland 

was getting a large sum of money from 
tourists. The country is the playground of 
Europe, and the nations have no money to 
play. The Swiss franc is so high that the 
Germans who formed more than half of the 
tourist trade of the past cannot afford to 
enter Switzerland, and the same is true too 
of the Russians, French and Italians. As 
for the Austrians they have barely enough 
to keep body and soul together. About one 
twenty-fifth of the business of the Swiss is 
the hotel and travel business. She has tens 
of millions invested in the hotels and in the 
past season none of these has been full. She 
can accommodate at one time more than 4 
third of a million tourists, but from half to 
two-thirds of the accommodations have 
been vacant and that largely on account of 
the rates. I find prices everywhere high. 
Here at Geneva they charge me $2 for a 
dinner and $1.60 for lunch, while my rodém 
and bath cost me just about $4 a day. Not- 
withstanding, I have a placard in my room 
saying: 

“The remuneration of the hotel staff for 
personal service is not included in the bill. 
In the event that guests do not wish to con- 
tribute the amount themselves, the hotel of- 
fice will be glad to act for them.” 

This thrift among the Swiss is proverbial. 
It permeates all classes. The nation leads 
all others in its savings accounts. In a 
population of less than 4,000,000, Switzer- 
land has 2,600,000 savings bank depositors 
and the total sum they now have in the 
banks amounts to almost $500,000,000. 

This saving sense among the Genevese 
has always been famous. I think it was

For generations the surviving camels, 
shy as deer, roved the wastes of western 
Arizona, even wandering over into New 
Mexico, stampeding cattle and horses at 
lonely ranchos, and hunted down by wrath- 
ful prospectors. In 1905, two carloads were 
rounded up and shipped to Chicago for ex- 
hibition; and even ten years later, stray 


that a few still survive there. At any rate, 
they outlived the only man that loved them, 
my fine, simple, wise old camel driver, 
“Greek George.” He was naturalized in 
Los Angeles county (as George Allen) Sep 
tember, 1866, and died at Whittier, Cal., 
September 2, 1915, aged about seventy-five 
years. He never got his pension, though 
President Roosevelt was much interested 
in his case, and several Congressmen. He

Hence a large part of the work 
was original theorems to be demonstrated.

It is 
related that he employed the heliograph, 
but the exact content of the message thus 
sent is not recorded.

It opened the campaign, however; the 
most trying and important campaign ever 
fought and won by this young politician.

Here in Geneva, on the edge of France, the 
most comon language is French.

Most 
of the people can speak French and Ger- 
man and many Italian as well. French, 
German or Italian may be used in address- 
ing the parliament, and all public docu- 
ments are issued in the three tongues. One 
sees French and German signs over the 
stores, and there are newspapers in all of 
the languages. 

The people are well educated. Everybody 
can read and does read. There are schools 
everywhere and all kinds of schools. The 
nation is known for its high educational 
qualifications and students come here from 
all over the world to attend the Universities 


Switzerland a Republic for 
Six Hundred Years 


E PRIDE ourselves on being the great 
republican nation of the world. The 
Swiss had established the independence of 
some of their cantons more than 500 years 
before our republic was . It was 200 
years before Columbus born that Wil- 
liam Tell shot the apple off the head of his 
boy, but had he killed him he had a second 
arrow ready for the heart of Gessler, his op- 
pressor. Some of the authorities say that that 
is not true but many of them doubt even the 
Bible. At any rate it was just about that 
time, along somewhere in the thirteen hun- 
dreds, that a thousand or so Swiss defeated 
an Austrian army of ten times their number 
and thereupon established a republican gov- 
ernment in three important Swiss cantons. 
Today the equality of the people is ab- 
solute, and they are the most democratic 
and independent in Europe. They have car- 
ried republicanism farther along than we 
have, and have ironed out many of the 
troubles with which we are dealing. As 
far as I can learn there is no graft and no 
pork barrel, and the Swiss Parliament is 
more respected than ours. The people keep 
track of public affairs, and every one goes to 
the polls. The Parliament is chosen from all 
classes but most of the members are of 
moderate means and of simple habits. As to 
just bow the country is governed, I may 

write in the future.

American wives are much critl- 
cized for overworking their husbands and 
not saying thank you for their spending 
money, They are even accused of working 
their husbands to death and living plumply 
on tle insurance.

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


HE season for active gardening is a’ 
7 hand and new gardens are started ev- 

ery month in the year. A friend asked 
us a few weeks ago what we would do first 
in a garden of heavy soil, where expendi- 
tures were secondary to results 

The answer was “dynamite.” If the soil 
is heavy go down fhree or more feet, with 
a soil auger, in holes ten feet apart. over 
all the area. Put in a half stick of forty 
per cent. Examine the first blast to see 
that the soil is opened and shattered to a 
depth of five feet. If not, bore holes for 
dynamite deeper. When all is done throw 
in a mixture of sand and well-rotted animal 
manure together, the sand preferably dry and 
the manure wet, into each blast hole, and 
wash same down with water. There is little 
use blasting sol! and leaving it to “puddle” 
tight again the first rainy season. If one 
wishes and the subsoil is clay, mix lime, 
cir-staked or hydrated, with an equal quan- 
tity of sand, in place of the animal manure 
and sand. The main purpose is to prevent 
the soll again solidifying in impermeability 
to roots and air. which it would do if noth- 
ing were done to prevent. 

This same treatment with dynamite will 
do for any garden, no matter how old. If 
the soil is heavy it should be mined by shov- 
el or by dynamite. In old gardens there are 
always spaces between trees and shrubs 
where it may he done. If the soil is shat- 
tered within a few feet of old trees, the lat- 
ter will doubtless soon thereafter take on 
new life. In heavy soil the process cannot 
prove other than beneficial. Physical condi- 
tion of soil is of more importance than the 
chemical contents, for necessary plant food 
may easily be introduced into soil in good 
tiith, but it is a hard job, sometimes impos- 
sible, to get plant food into heavy soils in 
poor physical condition. 

Aerial Tree Propagation 

In “Comstock’s Botany” (1832) we find a 
note credited to “Drummond's Botany,” a 
still older work, in which it states that in 
China branches of considerable size are 
rooted while on the parent tree. A circle 
of. the bark two inches long is removed in 
apring and a ball of damp earth placed 
about the ringed portion and kept in place 
by a piece of matting tied securely around 
it. Over this ball is suspended a vessel of 
water from which a leak drops onto the 
hall of earth, keeping it wet throughout the 
iummer. autumn many roots will be 
found penetrating the ball of earth. The 
branch is sawed off just below the treated 
portion and planted in the ground. It is 
said if a fruiting branch is taken a crop 
will grow on it the next year, an odd thing 
as a dwarf fruiting tree. 


Lime and Fertilizers 


One writes to ask if he may mtx lime with 
fertilizers of any kind, or how it should be 
applied. It is best, if lime is to be applied, 
to use it at least a month before fertilizers 
of any kind are applied, unless they be 
potash fertilizers. Certainly nitrogenous 
and phosphorus fertilizers should not have 
lime mixed with, them either before or at 
time during application to the soil. If lime 
is mixe:! with stable manures, much of the 
value of such manures upon heavy soils is 
loat, and if mixed with superphosphates 
part of the latter would change into insolu- 
ble phosphate 


California Globe Tulips 


In the creat family of calochortus are 
several distinct groups. We call the whole 
family in genera! Mariposa lilies, but the 
globe section is quite distinct from these. 
The globe tulips are nearly globular in form 
and nod or droop on the stem instead of 
being upright and opening to the sky. In 
Werthern California grows one that ts a 
“eep yellow, known as Calochortus pulchel- 
lus, a beautiful nodding plant with little 
globular lantern-like flowers of a deep gold- 
en hue. There is also a white species very 
closely resembling it and this one grows in 
local territory. The writer has found it fn 
abundance at times. One station is well re- 
membered, on the north side of the Verdugo 
hilia at the upper end of Verdugo Pass or 
Canyon, or just east of the settlement 
known as Montrose.

It is a form or variant of 
Chrysanthemum maximum = and though 
claimed to be a hybrid of that species, this 
is very much doubted by those who should 
know. When it was first thrust under our 
eyes as a wonderful “creation of a plant 
wizard” a tocal expert, one who has done 
much plant breeding, said to the writer: “It 
looks like a cross between Pyrethrum uligi< 
and Chryacnthemam maximum.”

The California Fan Paim 


In spite of fake advertising on the Atlan- 
tic Coast of “native California dates,” in 
spite of the long-time experiments with 
(late-bearing palms from Tulare south to 
Imperial, and of ornamental palms an‘ 
palmettos in gardens all over the State, we 
are bound to acknowledge, says Charles HH. 
Shinn, that our one native paim is the “Fan 
Palm.” Washington filifera, or Washington 
Palm. It is a beautiful hardy thing, its fruit 
is eaten by Indians and a few generation« 
ago the Indians of Palm Valley thatched 
their huts with the leaves. For most of us. 
however,eit is an ornamental tree. seen 
where it is native in the canyons opening 
into the Colorado Desert of the southeast. 
ern part of the State—Palm Canyon, Luk- 
ens Canyon, Murray Canyon, and others. 
Here it reaches a height of from 20 to 75 
feet. Under cultivation, note the two great 
tall fan palms on San-Pedro street in: Los 
Angeles that must be 100 feet high and are 
xaid to have been planted by the Padres 
200 years ago. There is no need for a 
description of this, our one palm with its 


plaited fans of circular leaves, its thorn- 
edged leaf stems, its dead-drooping-lea{- 
clothed trunks, “Like a dirty apron tied 


over a silk gown,” as some one aptly said 
But every one who can take the time shouid 
certainly manage a trip to Palm Canyon to 
see them in their native habitat 

Outdoor Meeting Place 


An outdoor auditorium is about to be 
added to the landscape equipment of the 
University Farm at Davis, according to 
Prof. John W. Gregg, the University’s land- 
scape architect. The auditorium will fill a 
long-felt want by providing an open-air 
space where meetings of all kinds can be 
held under the cooling shade of European 
sycamores. The seating section proper will 
occupy a sunken ‘own area directly in the 
rear of one of the main buildings, and will 
terminate in a stage elevation which will 
be further emphasized and embellished by 
plantings of cypress, Lombardy poplars, and 
other ornamental trees and shrubs. 


The Native Madrone 


We Californians boast of having the big. 
gest coniferous trees in the world, and of 
xrowing the biggest pumpkins—-even of hav- 
ing the tallest and finest tar-weed. But not 
all of us happen to know that we might alsu 
boast of the greatest heather. The “Ma- 
drona”™ is a heath: each white blossom of 
the great clusters one sees away up over- 
head is an urn, like the rest of the heather 
blooms, and what a great heath it is—50 to 
125 feet high, with trunk 1! to 5 feet in di- 
ameter. 

While found only on the Pacific Coast, 
says Charles Howard Shinn, it is not con- 
fined to California by any means, being 
found in British Columbia, Washington and 
Oregon as well as in California to a point as 
far south as the South Fork of the Tuo- 
lumne River, in the Stanislaus National 
Forest in the Sierra Nevada Mountains, and 
in the Coast Range canyons as far south 
though rarely—-as San Diego county. 

-This beautiful evergreen tree. with 
smooth terra-cotta colored bark (darker and 
rougher in the lower part of the trunk of 
old trees) and its deep green 4 to 6inch 
smooth-edged leaves, brilliantly glossy 
above and somewhat fuzzy underneath, is 


common in Santa Cruz county, in Sononms 


and in Mendocino. The Ukiah (Mendocine 
county) parks are full of it; the town camp 
ground has many wonderful specimens and 
» large majority of the homes have one to 
half «a dozen of these trees in their grounds, 
xo that the town xeems set in a grove of 
Madronas, white and fragrant in bloomins 
season, brilliant with the round red berries 
in December or November. Each berry is 
rouzh like an orange, not smooth and glossy 
like the Christmas berry or “California 
holly.” and they are about a third of an 
inch through.

F COMING EVENTS cast their shadows

of this year’s Los Angeles County Fair 
++ Pomona portends a livelier interest in the 
poultry fancy of Southern California. Cer- 
tain it is that the so-called utility breeds 
were not so much in evidence at the show 


macthose varieties that are not always con- 


~pieuous at egg-laying contests. It hax 
indeed been some years since we could re- 
cord the presence of five varieties of Polish 
(White Crested, Golden, Silver Laced, 
hearded Buff and Rearded White), twenty- 


two specimens of Dark Brahmas, Speckled | 


Sussex, Jersey Mack Giants, Black Javas, 
Partridge Rocks, and Madagascar Bare 
Necks and Russian Orloffs— all at one show. 
In White Leghorns, R. 1. Reds, Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes, Cornish, Light Brahmas, R. 1. Whites 
and the rest of the commoner fowls there 
was the usual showing, with the possible ex- 
ception of White Leghorns, which were less 
in number than has been the case for some 
vearxs. The “Red” class was the largest of 
all, And quality, considering the time of 
vear, was really good 

The total number of chickens represented 
in the sbow was a little over 1300 birds; the 
show last vear cooped 1231. All told, there 
were more than one hundred exhibitors, 
representing nearly all sections of the state 
irom Sacramento and the San Francisco 
Ray region to San Dieco, which indicates 
the wide interest that has been awakened 
in the Los Angeles County Fair poultry 
fixture. The bantam classes contained over 
0) entries, most of which came from south 
of the Tehachapi, where the bantam fancy 
seems to be in a healthy condition. Un. 
doubtedly, much of the suecvess of this fix- 
ture must be attributed to the hearty sup- 
port tendered to the management on the 
part of the commercial interests of Southern 
Callfornia, which was strikingly illustrated 
in the donation of more than forty challenge 
cups, and many other trophies and special 
awamis in the shape of medals. and many 
valuable silver and gold tokens 

it is worthy of note that the show ttself 
featured no commercial exhibits, these wer: 
displayed in the tent devoted to ‘the indus 
trials, As educational attractions the Po 
mona Valley Breeders Association showed 
aon educational booth, and the Farm Bureau 
showed culling operations clearly defining 
the types that indicated high average pro 
dnuetion and those that were poor perform 
ers.

As to Poultry Advertising 

In planning an advertising campaign for 
the disposition of breeding stock, day-old 
chicks and hatching eggs, it is well to re- 
member the axiom “what, when, where and 
the price; for after all is said and done 
these are the elemental factors that pros 
pective buyers of poultry products want to 
hnow about) The next consideration is the 
time of year. or the best condition for the 
“movement” of breeding stock. Obviously, 
the period that answers to natural demands 
is best calculated to secure buyers: when 
the public “thinks” chicks and mature fowl. 


the psychology for effective advertising té- 


about right. In California, this is during 
the months of January, February, March and 
April. This does not mean to eliminate the 
uxe of publicity at other periods: there are 
always individual conditions calling for the 
disposition of stock and eggs. For instance. 
‘uring the late summer months it is decided- 
ly advantageous to reduce the number of 
birds t0 make room for the incoming young 
Block. 
Having settled on a line of campaign, the 
next consideration is its total cost. This 
may be based on two factors, viz: the total 
turn-over that the advertiser hopes to make 
and the value or number of birds it ix 
desired to dispose of. In the former case 
trom three to five per cent of the gross year's 
furn-over would be a safe amount for the 
average going poultry business, and if it 
was desired to move $500 worth of breeding 
stock, ten per cent of that sum would be 
about right for newspaper and magazine ad. 
vertising, If one sold $10,000 worth of 
breeding stock and exhibition specimens on 
an advertising expenditure of $1000, it would 
not be unreasonable. provided average good 
prices were obtained 

As for good media. that depends some. 
what on circumstances. If one is doing a 
nation-wide business, or has ambitions in 
that direction. the poultry papers of recog. 
nized national circulation can be commend. 
ed: likewise, in the same- way. the better 
class of farm papers of national circulation 
ure desirable. In both cases the cost ix 
quite apt to be heavy.” but when figured on 
i basis of per-thousand circulation. it will 
be found reasonable. If the aim is to exploit 
local trade and the market within a State, or 
ever a considerable area that ix mure or 
lex tied together by common interests, the 
poultry and agricultural papers and the 
vericultural sections of big Sunday news. 
papers of wide and comprehensive circula.

tion should be used. These reach the right 
people to produce sales. 

In the preparation of an advertisement do 
not occupy big space, but try to put a lure 
into your announcement that will make a 
convincing appeal to any prospective buyer. 
Let it be clear, attractive and absolutely 
true in every particular. Mention some 
special outstanding facts in connection with 
your stock and strain; and above all avoid 
exaggeration. Do not lay stress on the fact 
that you have one hen with a record per. 
formance of 300 eggs-—-that of itself does 
not constitute a strain, nor does it guarantee 
that pullets of her “get” will duplicate her 
performance. If, on the other hand, you 
can announce a flock average of 150 eggs 
and more per hen, you have a splendid talk- 
ing point. Remember that truth is strength. 

There are those who believe that an ad 
vertixvement sells live stock In a limited 
sense this is often true, but in the majority 
ef cases ttoonly “connects vou up with 
prospeetive buver If personal contact 
anits. will eall for salesmanship on your

In addition, every breeder should issue a 


descriptive booklet or catalogue! describing 
his matings, and the quality of his breed 
ond variety. This will save descriptive 
letter writing and afford a better exercise 
for splesmanship. Nor is one letter any 
evidence that an order has been iost. Cor- 
iespondence should be followed up two or 
three times before a prospect is given up as 
“dead.” The season for buying and selling 
will soon be with us again, hence it is none 
too early to be planning an advertising and 
eelling campaizcn

hatching, there is a wide difference. There 
is a larger demand for White Leghorns 
than all the remouining varieties combined 
This fact of itself largely answers our cor 


respondent's query. But there are other 
reasons The Whites more largely true 
te type and color of The 
purticolored varieties like the  Silwe: 
Deckwing, Mottled. Brown and Cheek 
ered ure hard to handle for color 
points in the breeding pen: likewise the 
Blacks wre diffienlt to breed with good 


yellow beak and lecs. and the Ruffe show 
more or less variation in buff shadings, all 
of which ts negative to their wider popu 
larity. But in spite of these drawbacks. we 
should like to see mote varieties of Leg 
horns, and from a fancier'’s point of view th 
Buffs are certainly attractive. Buff being 
a “made” color, it is hard to cet a good even 
flock. Most of us take the read of least 
resistance, which will largely account for 
the love of the Whites. They “come” trae, 
are the dominant breed on California farms, 
light eaters, good foragérs. and fine pro 
ducers. In addition. there ix always a de. 
mand for breeding stock, which is not 
always the case with the other varieties. 


Standardizing Egg-Laying Contests 

Since type defines the breed ahd color the 
variety, it is important to maintain purity 
in the different .kinds of chickens recog 
nized in the American Standard of Perfes 
tion; and since so-called standard fowl have 
also demonstrated high commercial rank as 
producers, modifications in types and color 
of plumage should be approached cautious 
Iv. It has been quite the habit-on the part 
of commercial egg farmers to decry stand 
ard qualifications, claiming that these are 
for the most part only a matter of art that 
appeals to the fanciers. and hence have no 
place in egg-laying contests, ane that the 
only thing that counts is high performances 
on the part of contesting hens In seo far 
as of applies to these purposes, well and 
good. bur to breed from “off specimens 
would lead to a race of inferior fowl devoid 
alike of type and uniform color markings 

Aporectating this hazard, the American 
Poultry Association has had under consider- 
ation for some time a set of rules and regu. 
lations governing egg-laying contests. The 
chief sponsor of the movement is J. Will 
Riackman of Los Angeles, who is one of the 
directors of the national body of poultry 
breeders. After censiderable effort. first at 
the A. TP. A. convention of last year, and 
again at the annual gathering for this year. 
his committee has been successful in laying 
flown certain broad-guage and basic princi 
ples for conducting egg-laying contests. In 
promulgating these regulations the aim has 
been to interfere as little as possible with 
prevailing conditions in the operation of 
contests. The chief aim has been to estab- 
lish simple rules that would meet with 
xeneral acceptance, so that regulations in 
California would apply in Connecticut, and 
those of Louisiana would hold good in Min- 
nesota. With this distinctly in mind, the 
convention of the American Poultry Associa- 
tion held in Philadelphia adopted the follow- 
ing hasic rules of action: 

All contestants te become members of the 
American Poultry Association ~ 

The associaton to offer specal prizes to 
he competed for by members only. 

All competing birds to be Standard bred. 
free from disqualitications and serious de. 
fects. 

Contests to be divided into three groups. 
One-year contests comprising five birds with 
one alternate, one-year contests consisting 
of ten birds with two alternates, and three 
year breeding contest» 

No eggs weighing less than eighteen 
ounces to the dozen, or misshapen eggs, or 
those with defective shells, to be counted 


All birds laying eggs less than Standa~» 


weight for three months to be disqualified. 

Fach contest to report to the poultry press 
the monthly and yearly results. 

Any pen that shows evidence of conta 
ious disease to be barred from competition. 

There certainilv nothing onerous or 
objectionable in these simple conditions, yet 
we question their popular adoption. Most 
of the egg contests are held under the aus. 
mees of agricultural colleges, which afte in 
stitutions rather than associated individual 
poultry breeders, hence it is not likely that 
they will change any conditions that have 
commanded the sanction of usage: nor do 
we think that any condition implying mem- 
bership in any association can be enforced. 
That is purely a matter of individual choice. 
If sufficient inducement is offered to “put it 
over,” it is conceivable that the plan might 
work. This certainly puts it up to the A. P 
A. to show its sporting blood. If the prizes 
to the winning pens are sufficiently alluring. 
it is conceivable that contestants might in 
sist that the management adopt the A. PA 
regulations. it is also conceded that uni 
formity in the holding of ecg-laving contest» 
is a desirable thing: but to enforce its 


adoption is a horse of another color Here's

Five tons of alfalfa to the acre incorporated 
each year generously supplies the require- 
ment. 

Elsewhere, upon different soils, satisfac 
tory results might be secured even if the 
quantity of alfalfa per acre were greatly re 
duced. The use of alfalfa hay for fertilizer 
is new and therefore open to considerable 
experimentation upon different types of soils 
before quantitative requirements can be ac- 
curately determined. Its value as fertilizer 
is, however, fully established and may be 
considered as deserving to be classed high.
